Z am therefore writing to request not less than equality of access to ansqrtfcing 
that has been withheld and is made available to any others unbar any Mronss fences, 
particularly that for which * have requested access going' hack to the esid of 1166 but 
not restricted to that. 

Sh&uld this require that X have a qualified pathologist , duly and properly certified, 
as a pathologLst, I will, for those things for which you soy consider tills a prerequisite. 
Bis prerequisite eannot possible apply to all that I understand is currently Involved.
